Raymond Brett, chief draftsman in the Cassens organiza- 
tion, likewise has made notable contributions from his 17 
years of experience in the home building field. 

As a team, Alwin Cassens, Albert San Fanandre and Ray- 
mond Brett comprise a combination difficult to equal any- 
where in the nation when one considers the designing of one- 
family houses.

BLUEPRINTS ADAPTABLE LOCALLY 

Your own demands and family needs may require the 
substitution of brick, cinder block, stone or other material 
for the type of construction pictured in the plan of your 
choice. Perhaps you will want to eliminate or add a bath- 
room; or you may prefer a one-floor house with a utility 
room to a house with a basement as shown. These are 
examples of changes that can be made easily on the spot 
by local experts such as builder, contractor or material 
dealer, using the blueprints you receive as a guide. In 
this way you can have your plan "custom-fitted” in your 
own area, although blueprint changes cannot be made 
here. 

BUILDING COSTS 

We have often been asked to estimate the cost of build- 
ing an individual house. Unfortunately it is almost im- 
possible to do this, for the costs of any house are deter- 
mined by such variables as local labor and material prices,

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the quality of materials used, and the extras you decide 
on. For some years now, costs have been stabilized be- 
tween $10-$ 15 p$r square foot. For your convenience in 
calculating a very rough estimate, the size of each house 
is clearly shown by square feet, which unless otherwise 
specified, includes only living area. Porches, garages, ter- 
races, etc. have been eliminated, since they are usually 
optional, and, of course, bear a lighter proportion of the 
cost burden. 

REVERSED PLANS 

You may find that a particular plan will fit better on 
your lot if it were reversed, that is, if the rooms on the 
right were actually on the left, or vice versa. A competent 
builder can usually accomplish this for you even from 
a blueprint as shown. However, as an added convenience, 
if you specify "reversal” with your order, we will send 
you blueprints mechanically reversed as in a mirror, with 
two sets in the original to permit you to read all figures 
and directions easily. For example, when you order four 
sets of reversed blueprints, you will receive two sets of 
mirror-reversed plans, and two sets of the original. Ex- 
perienced builders and contractors find these blueprints 
entirely satisfactory.

SPECIFICATIONS AND LISTS 

With each four sets of blueprints you also receive 
specification form (F.H.A. Description of Materials, 
Form 2005) filled in by the architect. The standard of 
quality for many important materials is specified here, 
and together with your blueprints, these specifications 
can become the basis for a contract with your builder. 
In addition, you will receive a lumber and mill check list 
as part of your plan package. These material lists, com- 
piled by an expert, will be an invaluable aid in securing 
costs quickly and easily from your local lumber dealer — 
another time and money saving feature entirely free to you.
